here this morning. 


Lopez was 70 years of age, partially 


paralyzed, and was very feeblo, but the 
crime for which he suffered the death 
penalty' was a cold-blooded one. 


• The crime was the murder ot George 
S. Washburn in Calaveras county on 
April 4, 18%. Lopez was tried and con- 
victed of his crime in Februai-y of this 
year and no appeal was made to the 
Supreme Court In Ms behalf. The con- 
demned man's daughter had written 
to the Governor, asking him to advise 
her as to whether anything nould not 
be done to save her father's life, but, 
aside from this no effort was made to 
stay the 
execution. 
Lopez 
was 70 


years of age. 


.T,he testimony on file in the Gover- 
nor's office shows that Benlto Lopez 
and George Washburn were adjoining 
land owners in the town of San Andre- 
as, Calaveras county. There was a well 
In the Lopez lot which was continually 
overflowing and flooding the Washburn 
lot. 


The two men quarreled frequently 


over the well and on the morning of 
.April 4, 1896, Washburn went over to 
the Lopez; lot'and shut off the water. 
He then walked bock to his own place 
and began digging a ditch with a hoe,' 
to drain the water.off. Lopez saw the 
transaction and approaching Wash- 
burn, called him a thief and swore at 
him. Lopez then turned and walked 
to his cabin, a lew hundred feet dis- 
tant. A minute or two later he rcap-

gallons. You have stored in these res- 
ervoirs 8,000,000 gallons connected with 
the pumping plant. You can stop the 
pumps—burn them up if need be, and 
still we have 8,000,000 gallons at every

meal, two piles should he want a bed 
for the night, or even as many aa eight 
piles should he want groceries lor his 
family, or medicine for some one sick. 
II the man is honest and in search of 
honest charity he will take the ticket 
and go to the place directed, where he 
will soon prove hla worth and be re- 
warded accordingly. H he la not honest 
and deserving, ho thrown away the 
ticket the moment he is outside my 
door and neither the wood-yard people 
nor I over set eyes on him again. 
Should he prove honest, he does the 
task awarded to him and proving hon- 
est and deserving, he and his family 
are speedily cared for and want Is re- 
moved from hia door. 
The common 


s»nsu workings of the Associated Char- 
ities seem to BO a long way towards the 
solution of the problem, how to best 
care £or tho worthy and needy poor. 


"It might be Interesting, but would 
take up too much space, should I at- 
tempt to enumerate the number of fam- 
ilies and single cases relieved In a sin- 


served and put to the best use. Char-I 
liable work -under such circumstances 
will reach the highest degree of pro- 
ficiency. The-Individual League -will 
receive Its.full share .of the reward and 
will be entitled to all the credit that it 
would get if working solo and alone 
in Its own little corner. The associa- 
tion with the other charitable bodies 
of'the city'in a common organization 
does not In any manner detract from or 
hinder the individuality of the particu- 
lar body. No restraint is placed on the 
plan of organization, nor is there the 
sllghtent attempt to take 'away the re- 
ward that should.follow the work. On 
the contrary, the 
denominatlonalism, 
the sectarian views, the political faith, 
and the 
nationality 
of the affiliated 
body cut no figure in the approval of 
the organization to become a member 
of- the Associated Charities, BO long an 
the society does true and genuine char- 
itable work. 
The Epworth League, 


therefore, that becomes a member of 
some society of the Associated Chari- 
ties will be free 'to continue to do Its 
charitable work under the direction of 
Its own second vice-president, assisted 
by the proper committee, and under the 
personal supervision of the pastor of 
the church to which the League is at- 
tached. 
"Full faith and credit will be given 
the society on the records of the asso- 
ciated body and the League reports 
will be just the same that they were 
before affiliation took place. But the 
League will be the gainer in the end. 
Its charity will be dispersed In an In- 
telligent manner,, not thac it. has not 
been so done before, under the direction 
of one central body, and yet the care 
and attention that the League should 
give to Its own circle and the work of 
the church to which the League be- 
longs will not be In the least interfered 
with. 
By the affiliated 
relation the 


work of the Master will go on the faster 
and thsre will be less danger that 
some of the lambs of His Kingdom will 
be left to perish alone and in the cold.

VISITING THE HELPLESS. 
The department of charity 
and 


help,' says the Epworth League Con- 
stitution, 'shall arrange for the sys- 
tematic visitation of the alck, the needy 
poor, and strangers. It shall assist the 
pu.stor In all charitable works of the 
congregation, and co-operate with him 
in all church work.1 I take it from my 
understanding of the above clause that 
the work of the Epworth League, along 
the lino oE its charitable occupation, Is 
of limited 
Jurisdiction. 
The section 


reads, 'Charitable works of the congre- 
gation,' and I do not take it that it 
means that the poor and sick of some 
other congregation shall be looked af- 
ter and nothing done for the needy and 
sick in our own midst. 
'Howi then, 
asks some puzzled worker, 'can we car- 
ry out the plans you have Just ao high- 
ly commended in the work-of the As- 
sociated Charities?' I answer by be- 
coming systematic In your League 
work, using common sense In the ad- 
ministration of your department, and 
carefully considering what Is the trueat 
form of charity. Let your efforts along 
that line be organized rather than in- 
dividual. Study your plans and watch 
the results. 
Properly sown seed will 
bring the abundant harvest. 


"Within its limited -Jurisdiction the 


Epworth League may be auxiliary to 
and ancillary with 
the 
Associated 


Charities. The relation of the two or- 
ganizations Is to be determined by the 
League Itself. If, as In most instances, 
the League simply goes about doing 
what It finds to do and sticking close 
to the old maxim of 'you in your little 
corner and I In.mine,' It,is In no way 
related to the larger and more pro- 
gressive associated body. Each organ- 
ization exists free and independent of 
the other and in no sense can there;be 
said to exist a relationship that would 
unite the two in the work. If. however, 
the League in those places where an as- 
sociated body Is In existence desires,to 
co-operate with the larger federated 
body, will intimate that desire and will 
'indicate the nature and scope, of their 
work and the extent of their funds, and 
will engage to deal at the Instance of 
the Associated Charities-with all casefl 
whlcn come within the jurisdiction of 
"the League and to refer all cases that 
'properly *houltl be cared for by some 
on« ols*, to the central body, then the 
associated relation begins and the work 
of each Mclety can be the better car-

penalty was'. a. cold-blooded one. 
'The crime was the murder of George 
8.' TVashburn in Calayeras county cm 
April 4, 1896. Lopez was tried .and con- 
victed of his crime in; February of this 
year and uo appeal was made to the 
Supreme Court In his behalf. The con- 
demned man's. daughter. had written 
to the Governor, asking him to advise 
her as to whether anything could not 
be done to save her father's life, but, 
aside from this no effort was made to' 
stay the 
execution. 
Lopez was 70 


years of age. 


.The testimony on file In the Gover- 


nor's office shows that Benito Lopez 
and George Washburn were adjoining 
land owners in the town of San Andre- i 
as, Calaveras county. There was.a well 
In the Lopez lot which was continually 
overflowing and flooding the Washburn 
lot

The two men quarreled frequently 


over the well and on the morning of 
April 4, 1896,^ Washburn went over to 
the Lopez: lot'and shut off the water. 
He then walked back to Ma own place 
and began digging a ditch with a hoe ' 
to drain the water .oft. Lopez saw the 
transaction and approaching Wash- 
burn, called him a thief and swore at 
him. 
Lopez then turned and walked 


to his cabin, a few hundred feet dis- 
tant. A minute or two later he reap- 
peared with a pistol in his hand and 
without warning shot and killed Wash- 
burn, firing twice. The second shot was 
flred ns-Washburn was falling to the 
ground. 
: 


Other evidence was Introduced to the 


effect that for several days previous to 
the .killing, Lopez had been threaten- 
ing Washburn's life. Lopez in his owii 
behalf, tried to make out a. case of self- 
defense, claiming that Washburn wa* 
coming at him with an uplifted ho« 
when he fired. There were, however, a 
number of eye witnesses to the tragedy 
and theee all testified that there was 
a stone wall between the two men and 
that Washburn made no attempt to 
raise his hoe to strike Lopez and could 
not have struck him, had he .tried. 


The evidence for the defense showed 


that Lopez had twice been confined In 
the county hospital; that he was a par- 
tial paralytic and was very feeble;

On 
the contrary, the denominationallsm, 
the sectarian views, the political faith, 
end the nationality of the affiliated 
body cut no figure in the appro\al of 
the organization to become a member 
of the Associated Charities, so long as 
the society does true and genuine char- 
itable work 
The Epworth League, 
therefore, that becomes a member of 
some society of the Associated Chari- 
ties will be free to continue to do its 
charitable work under the direction of 
its own second vice-president, assisted 
by the proper committee, and under the 
persona] supervision of the pastor of 
the church to which the League IB at- 
tached 
"Full faith and credit will be given 
the society on the records of the asso- 
ciated body and the League reports 
will be just the same that they were 
before affiliation took place. But the 
League will be the gainer in the end. 
Its charity will be dispersed In an in- 
telligent manner, not that it has not 
been so done before, under the direction 
of one cent1 al body, and yet tbe care

"The worthless beggars and the class 


commonly called 'cramps' do not tarry 
long in those localities in which the 
price of a meal, or the cost of a bed for 
the night means the cutting of a cord of 
•uood or the chopping of several sacks 
of kindling. In this city the Associated 
Charities have prepared for the emer- 
gency of handling this unworthy class 
of mendicants and hava in constant 
operation an institution called 'a wood 
yaid,' where the worthy qualities of 
the applicants for assistance are allow- 
ed to prove worthy of their hire by cut- 
ting wood or kindling in return for 
which service they are given tickets 
entitling them to meals, lodging, or In 
cases of families, groceries, fuel and 
clothing 


•A man comes into my office begging 
and telling a voluble tale of woe 
I 
take from my desk a little book and 
te-n therefrom a ticket which is noth- 
ing less than an order on the superin- 
tendent of the local wood yard direct- 
ing him to allow the bearer to chop one 
pile of kindling, 
should he desire a 


meal, two piles should he want a bed 
foi the night, or even as many as eight 
piles' shouid he want groceries for his 
family, or medicine for some one sick. 
If the man is honest and in search of 
honest charity he will take the ticket 
and go to the place directed, where he 
will eoon prove his worth and be re- 
warded accordingly. If he is not honest 
and deserving, he throws away the 
ticket the moment he is outside my 
dooi and neither the -wood-yard people 
nor I erver set eyes on him again 
Should he prove honest, he does the 
task awarded to him and proving hon- 
est and deserving, he and his family 
are np»edily cared for and want is re- 
moved from his door. The common 
sense workings of the Associated Char- 
ities seem to go a long way towards the 
solution of the problem how to best 
care for the worthy and needy poor. 
"It might be iiitei esting, but would 
take up too much space, should I at- 
tempt to enumeiate the number of fam- 
ilies and single cases relieved in a sin- 
gle mouth, not.directly b> the Associ- 
ated Charities but reported to that body 
by local affiliated bodies, or, should I 
stop to tell the sacks of coal and kind- 
ing distributed, the number of meals 
'urnlshed, of the weary men that were 
Jurmshed a resting place for the night, 
sow many persons were sent to distant 
icmes and friends, how many gallons 
of milk, pounds of meat, loaves of 
jread, were distributed to the hungry 
homes, how many sick were tenderly 
cared for and nursed back to health, 
but all these items are contained in the 
piinted reports and will prove intfrest- 
ng leading to the person who thinks 
the world does not care for the pool and 
neefly 
Such hard hearted opinions 


should at once be changed on learning 
that the contrary exists
